To the Inhabitants of the Town of New Ipswich in the 
County of Hillsborough in said State, qualified 
to vote in Town Affairs: 


You are hereby notified to meet at Appleton Acad- 
emy Auditorium in said New Ipswich on Tuesday, the 
eleventh day of March, next, at nine of the clock in the 
forenoon, to act upon the following subjects: 


1. To choose all necessary Town Officers for the 
year ensuing. 


2. To raise such sums of money as may be necessary 
to defray town charges for the ensuing year and make 
appropriations of the same. 


3. To see if the town will vote to accept the budget 
to raise as estimated therein the necessary funds to 
transact the town’s business for the ensuing year. 


4. To see if the town will vote to raise and appropri- 
ate $1200.00 for a resident physician. 


5. To see if the town will vote to authorize the se- 
lectmen to borrow money in anticipation of taxes. 


6. To see if the town will vote to raise $695.48 for 
BEE SA, 


7. To choose one member for the New Ipswich 
Recreation Committee to serve for five years. 


8. To see if the town will vote to raise and appropri- 
ate the sum of $162.00 (1/100th of 1% of the valua- 
tion of the town) to the Monadnock Region Association 
of Southern New Hampshire for issuance and distribu- 
tion of printed matter, newspaper and magazine adver- 
tising, and by other means calling attention to the re- 
sources and natural advantages of the town, in coopera- 
tion with the other thirty-seven towns of the Monad- 
nock Region. 
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9. To see if the town will vote to raise and appropri- 
ate the sum of $5000.00 to rebuild, cap and oil a sec- 
tion or sections of highway within the town, selection 
of location or locations to be made by a committee of 
five persons, consisting of the selectmen, the road agent 
and some impartial citizen chosen by the other four, 
this sum to be the only appropriation for such work 
this year. 


10. To see if the town will vote to raise and appro- 
priate the sum of $2000.00 to gravel and tar the road 
leading past the residence of Frank Raitanen, beginning 
at the Mason Town Line. This road has been excavated 
in 1944. 


11. To see if the town will raise and appropriate 
the sum of $3000.00 to gravel and excavate and tar the 
back road to Temple starting from the residence of 
Walter Somero to Gilbert Thompson’s. 


12. To see if the town will raise and appropriate 
the sum of $1000.00 to be used in the development, 
maintenance and supervision of the recreation field or 
take any action therein. 


13. To see if the town will vote to raise and appro- 
priate the sum of $300.00 for maintenance and con- 
struction of water holes for fire fighting purposes. 


14. To see if the town will vote to raise and appro- 
priate the sum of $300.00 for the rental and main- 
tenance of the Page Hill Dump, $150.00 of this will be 
used to put the landing in usable condition again. If 
the town leases or rents this dump, in so doing they will 
assume all responsibilities such as fire or mishaps and 
plow out the snow so it can be used the year round. 


15. To see if the town will vote to remove the old 
Hay Scales in front of the Masonic Lodge Hall and 
gravel and tar the remaining area, the small amount of

money for this to be used from the summer road main- 
tenance. 


16. To see if the town will vote to give to the New 
Ipswich Library, Inc., a tract of land from the southerly 
end of the Corner Store lot, not more than twelve feet 
in width at any point, and to see if the town will vote 
to authorize the selectmen to execute, acknowledge and 
deliver, in the name of the town, a deed of the same 
to the Library. Also, in connection with this transfer, 
to see if the town will vote: (a) To authorize the select- 
men, on behalf of the town, to enter into and execute 
a boundary agreement with the owner next east of the 
store lot. (b) To raise and appropriate $20.00 to defray 
the town’s expenses for the same. 


17. To see if the town will consider buying Union 
Hall and maintaining it as a site for community social 
enterprises and if the decision is favorable, to select a 
committee of three to consider further this project and 
report at next town meeting. 


18. To see if the town will vote to extend electric. 
lights to the formerly known place of Reynolds, now 
Veikko Niemi’s land on Bank Village road or take any 
action thereon. 


19. To see if the town will vote to raise and appro- 
priate the sum of $350.00 to purchase and lay about 
a hundred fifty feet of drain pipe along the road side 
between Emanuel Aho’s garage and Edward Aho’s 
front yard culvert, as the ditch, as it is now, is very 
unsightly and unsanitary, or to take any action thereon. 


20. To see if the town will vote to raise and appro- 
priate the sum of $500.00 to tear down the shed behind 
the seelctmen’s office building and to make such repairs 
to the rest of the building as this sum will permit. 


21. If the preceding article fails to pass, to see if 
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the town will vote to abandon the selectmen’s office 
building for public purposes, and to see if the town will 
vote to authorize the selectmen to execute, acknowledge 
and deliver a quitclaim deed of the premises, in the 
name of the town, to Elizabeth P. James, whose mother 
and uncle gave the property to the town. 


22. To see if the town will vote to authorize the 
selectmen to administer or dispose of any real estate 
acquired by the town through tax collector’s deeds. 


23. To see if the town will vote to instruct the select- 
men to turn over to the Cemetery Committee the un- 
used baseball field at Smithville for an addition to the 
Smithville Cemetery, or take any action in relation 
thereto. 


24. To see what action the town will vote for drain- 
ing and raising the grade or level of the wet part of the 
Center Cemetery to make it fit for burials, and ap- 
propriate money for the same. The Cemetery Commit- 
tee to have charge of the work.

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REPORT OF SUPERINTENDENT 
To the School Board and Citizens of New Ipswich: 


I respectfully submit my fifth annual report as your 
Superintendent of Schools. 


Staff Changes: 

Two changes have occurred in the teaching staff of 
the pubic schools this past year. Mrs. Myrtie Kullgren 
of Temple has replaced Mrs. Mae Corthell as teacher of 
the first grade. Mrs. Corthell has been given a year's 
leave of absence. Mr. Claude Leavitt, graduate of Keene 
Teachers College, in June 1951, replaced Mr. Richard 
Dart, who resigned to accept a teaching position in New 
London, N. H. 


Instruction: 

I am pleased to report that high standards of in- 
struction are being maintained in your schools under 
the capable direction of your teachers. Methods of in- 
struction are being kept up to date with emphasis being 
placed upon the individual learning abilities of each 
child. 

The Guidance Program initiated last year, provides 
each child with a folder in which a record of his achieve- 
ment test results, difficulties, etc. are kept. These rec- 
ords reveal the mental and physical growth of each 
child and directs the teaching activities in the path 
which will be most profitable to the child . 

A complete testing program is given to all pupils 
in grades one through eight. In grade one each child 
receives a Metropolitan Reading Readiness Test which 
measures the maturity of the individual and reveals to 
the teacher the probable groupings necessary to carry 
on efficient instruction. They also are given the S. R. A. 
Primary Mental Abilities Test which indicates the in- 
nate ability of the child to succeed in school work. 
These tests are given also to grades three, six and eight. 
All grades are given a Metropolitan Achievement Test 
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in May. An analysis of the results of these tests reveals 
to the teachers the strengths and weaknesses of indi- 
viduals and also of the educational program. Through- 
out the year standardized tests in reading are given as 
the pupils complete various phases of the reading pro- 
gram. Of particular importance are the Weekly Read- 
er Tests given in October, January, and May. These 
measure the growth in reading ability in these periods. 
All results are recorded on a Cumulative Record Card 
which accompanies the pupils as he moves from grade 
to grade. 

We are continuing the use of audio-visual aids to 
stimulate learning. In addition to the sound-film pro- 
jector that was purchased through the cooperative ef- 
forts of parents, teachers and children a year ago, we 
have procured a film-strip projector. This was also 
obtained through the assistance of the Parent-Teachers 
Association and the teachers. On occasions we have 
made good use of the Appleton Academy Tape Re- 
corder. 

All teachers in Supervisory Union No. 63 attended 
a two-day Workshop in Wilton, New Hampshire. The 
theme of the workshop was “Improving the Techniques 
of Teaching with Audio-Visual Aids.” These aids train 
the child to learn by seeing, listening, speaking and do- 
ing. Experience has shown that they are of invaluable 
assistance to the child who has a reading difficulty. 

The departmental program with grades seven and 
eight at Appleton Academy is being continued. Mr. 
Willmore Ashley was employed by Mr. Maki to provide 
more individual attention for the seventh and eighth 
grade boys in their Shop work. This program is work- 
ing well. 

Mr. Maki and his staff have continued to be most 
cooperative throughout the year. Much work is done 
at the Central School by Mr. Manning and his Shop 
boys, saving the school district expense “and facilitating 
minor repair jobs that otherwise would take much time. 
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Health Supervision: 
The health program continues to function very well 
under the supervision and direction of Miss Sybil Bea- 


tham, R.N. and Dr. Claire Cayward. Details of this 
program are carried in the School Nurse Report. 


Physical Education: 

The facilities at Appleton Academy and the Com- 
munity Playground are continuing to be used by our 
boys and girls in addition to our own playground. A 
large sand-box was constructed by the Shop boys and 
this has provided many hours of enjoyment to the pu- 
pils in grades one and two. Perhaps some thought 
should be given in the future to the purchase of a slide 
for the little people. 


Transportation: ) 

The bus routes are being operated by Mr. Somero, 
Mr. Kolapakka, Mrs. Heikkala and Mr. Russell. The 
description of the routes remain essentially the same 
as last year. The district is transporting approximately 
103 pupils to its schools this year. This figure includes 
ten Academy pupils. 


Improvements: 

Our classrooms in the Central School have been 
completely repainted, the last two having been done 
this past summer. The only areas that remain to be 
painted are the teachers’ room and the boys’ and girls’ 
lavatory. This work is planned for the coming year. 

The grounds have been completely seeded and this 
spring should show the results of this program. 

Two problems present themselves — one the mat- 
ter of drainage to eliminate water from flowing into 
the basement-part of the original building and the other 
the apparent need of replacing the water pipe from 
the well to the pump. Both projects are under con- 
sideration and will receive attention. 
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Finance: 

The School Board’s Budget for 1952-53, reflects 
an increase of $3656.23 over the 1951-52 budget. It 
will be noted that the tuition charge to Appleton Aca- 
demy has increased $4260.00. This tuition figure is 
based upon an assessment of $250 per pupil, which is 
the tuition rate charged to the surrounding towns send- 
ing tuition pupils to the Academy. It is estimated that 
the New Ipswich School District will be sending 58 
pupils to the Academy next fall. The present enroll- 
ment is 43. The figure of $13,000 was based on an 
average enrollment of 52 pupils over the next three 
years. It also is interesting to note that the average 
cost per pupil for tuition purposes in New Hampshire 
high schools for the year 1950-51 was $271.75. Thus 
it would seem that the amount budgeted is reasonable. 

Other increases in individual items of the budget 
are occasioned by the demands of the times in which 
we live. 


State Aid: 

It appears that New Ipswich will not be receiving 
any state aid until such time as the law is re-written, 
enrollments increase or the adjusted valuation of the 
town is reduced. 


Conclusion: 

I wish to again thank the parents, citizens and school 
board of New Ipswich for their fine cooperation and 
excellent support given to me and the teaching staff 
this past year. Working cooperatively we will continue 
to provide the type of education you desire, and the 
quality of education that will develop fine citizens for 
our community.
